The government — and some 


churchmen, mayors, businessmen 
and others—had been moving, but 
at a snail's pace, to end racial 
liscrimination. But Negroes had 
;o force on them the realization 
hey hadn't done enough 
fast 


enough. 


Negroes are finally fed up wait- 


ing for the equal treatment tb 
which they arc justly entitled as 
citizens under the 14th Amend- 
ment but for which they have 
been waiting almost 100 years 
since 
the 
amendment 
was 


adopted. 


They know' at last how much 


strength they have if they act to- 
gether. Now they are using di- 
rect action in demonstrations, in 
sit-ins, picketing, and boycotts. So 
far their action has been mostly 
nonviolent. It may not remain so. 


And white people realize it. 
They can't claim to be suddenly 


moved by the injustice of segrega- 
tion. This has been evident enough 
for years. They are fearful that 
bloody riots may come if Negroes 
continue lo be frustrated in their 
constitutional demands. 


This was made, plain Thursday 


by a soiu'ce in close touch with 
Kennedy administration planning. 


He said the administration hopes 


for a vast grassroots movement 
of racial conciliation to head off 
a possible wave of race riots 
North and South this summer.

Experimental 
Plan Submitted 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Drs. An- 


drew C. Ivy and Stevan Durovic, 
Cticago sponsors of the controver- 
sial drug Krebiozen, said today 
they have mailed an experimental 
plan to the Food and Drug Admin, 
istration so they can continue to 
distribute the drug for use by can- 
cer patients. 


FDA officials had held that a 


plan regarding invesligational use 
of Unel drug in humans had to be 
filed by midnight tonight, or dis- 
tribution ceased. 


Ivy told a nfe\vs 
conference, 


with Durovic sitting beside him. 
that it was decided to lile an ap- 
plication for temporary 
experi- 


mental status and to continue to 
distribute Krebiozen on the re- 
quest of licensed physicians, as 
he said, has' been done in the past. 


Ivy said the experimental plan 


requests that a fair test be con 
ducted by the National Cancer 
Institute to settle the scientific 
aspects of the controversy over 
whether Krebiozen is beneficial to 
humans having cancer.

vancement of Colored People took 
a series of test cases to the Su- 
preme Court—that one form of 
segregation after another was de- 
clared illegal. 


Nevertheless the Supreme Court 


carefully avoided saying the prin- 
ciple of segregation itself was un- 
constitutional. That would have 
meant saying that the 1896 deci- 
sion that segregation was consti- 
tutional was wrong. The court fin- 
ally said! so in 1954. 


By working together—but not in 


a solid way and under various 
leaderships — Negroes over the 
years since 1954 began, with help 
of the courts and the federal gov- 
ernment, to break down segrega- 
tion bit by painful bit. 


In places like Alabama and Mis- 


carried 227 to 174 in the House, 
this provision would deny the 
President the right to create new 
executive departments under the 
reorganization procedure.

Booked on a charge of homicide 


Thursday was Charles Terry, 33, 
a furniture mover, who stands 6 
feet 5 and weighs more than 200 
pounds. 


Terry 
was released from ,a 


Maine prison in 1961 after serving 
a term for rape and assault and 
battery. Becau.se of his New Eng- 
land background, Boston detec- 
tives came here to question Terry 
about a scries of stranglings there 
of

Terry refused to talk to the Bos-

In tracking down Terry, police
